My janitor witnessed 2 of these incidents (captured on the first and third 
videos) in person and says he believes all of these videos show the same 
person. 


In the first 2 videos the suspect can be seen "raking" the lock. 

Interestingly, in the second video (a burglary), when he succeeds, he rakes 
the lock a second time so that anyone checking the door will find it locked, 
and then rakes it open to remove the Macintosh computer he stole (in its 
original white box with a handle) and rakes the building entrance door 
locked again. The burglary in the second video has been reported to LAPD but 
no one had viewed this video, yet, when the crime was first reported. 



In the third video, we are unsure how the suspect gained entry, but he may 
have hidden in a women's bathroom until tenants were gone, since I found a 
charger left there that matches the I-Pad tablet the suspect abandoned at 
the scene (which had been previously stolen from a law office in Santa 
Monica). 


I have arranged to return the recovered I-Pad, keys and cardkey to Michael 
Ryan Esq. (mryan@mryanlegal.com). He has previously filed a report with 
SMPD after the theft of his I-Pad and other miscellaneous items. 


My janitor is the person in the third video who remains on the stairs and 
who retreats upstairs phoning 91 1 when the suspect's evasive answers to his 
questions caused him alarm. Not seen on the video, when the suspect fled 
out a first floor rear panic door to the garage and my janitor peeked out a 
stairwell panic door to keep the suspect under observation, the suspect 
charged up the garage stairs at him, but my janitor was able to slam the 
door shut. At that point the intruder had been to every door in the 
building and already knew there was no viable exit for him inside the 
building, and so my janitor feels the intruder was charging at him with the 
intention to harm him, perhaps out of anger at being reported to the police. 


I have attached photographs of the items that were found after the suspect 
fled and which are being returned to Michael Ryan Esq. 


I am also including still frames from the video. My janitor chose the photo 
titled 6.jpg as the best photo of the suspect.
